Receipia at the Edmonton stock 
yarde for the month of May, 1918, 
have nearly doubled the receipts for 
the same month last year, The num- 
ber of cars received was more than 
doubled, but the cars were evidently 
shipped lighter as the number of 
animals were a little under the 100 
per cent inoreace.

Taking a New View? 

Under threat that the bread 
supply would be cut oft Sweden 
has consented to allow the Allies to 
use Swedish merchant ships, Swe- 
dish sympathy has been supposed 
to be pro-German. In political 
matters it may be so. But when it 
comes down to the practical ques- 
tion of food it is pro-Swede. 

The spectacle of what the Huns 
are doing to Finland and Russia 
may also have excited a new train 
of thought in Swedish quarters. If 
Germany wins Sweden is fated to 
zo the same road. 


Is ‘‘George’’ Responsible? 

Sir Robert Borden told parlia- 
ment that Lloyd George was real- 
ly responsible for the order-in- 
council calling all farmers from 
20 to 23 years of age off the farms. 
Is Lloyd George also responsible 
for issuing instructions to the re- 
viewing tribunals to show more 
regard to the need of food produe- 
tion when considering farmers’ 
claims to exemption? These tribu- 
nals have of late been exempting 
“armers more freely than before, 
1f the British premier is directing 
the conscription policy in Canada 
presumably he is also directing 
the exemption policy. Sir Robert 
can hardly unload the blame 
for conscripting farmers upon 
‘‘George’’ and take credit for ex- 
empting other farmers to himself. 


Borrowing From Ourselves, 

Buyers of Victory bonds are just 
now cashing their first interest 
cheques, and realizing the tan- 
gible evidence that their invest- 
ment was good business as well 
as a help to the country. 

Sir Thomas White takes the op- 
portunity to advise the receivers 
to invest the interest also in war 
securities or debentures. The ad- 
vice is as good as the previous in- 
vestment, 

The security of a Dominion 
bond is the aggregate value of 
all the wealth in the country, and 
the interest rate is abnormally 
high. Viewed as an investment 
alone, government bonds offer a 
highly profitable and thoroughly 
safe investment. The fact that the 
public, who are being asked to 
lend the money will also have to 
pay the interest on it and repay 
the principal does not affect the 
matter, 

It sounds like an ‘‘Irishism’’ to 
says that if the public keep on 
buying war bonds they will after 
a while owe themselves so much 
money that they will be rich, But 
the point is that the money has to 
be borrowed somewhere, and the 
interest and principal have to be 
repaid to somebody. It is better, 
from the stand-point of the indi- 
vidual and the country, if as tax- 
payers we pay the interest and 
principal to ourselyes than if we 
ship it abroad to pay loans raised 
among people living outside the 
Doninion,

The Difference. 

Direetor-General McAsloo has 
suceecded in persuading the em- 
ployees on the U.S. railways to 
not go on strike because the three 
hundred million increase in wages 
does not satisfy the demands 0 
all classes of them. He did it by 
assuring them that the schedule 
of increases was only a tentative 
proposal, and subject to amend- 
ment upward if different classes 
of employees bring pressure 
enough to bear on the railway de- 
partment of the government. 

The great advantage of govern- 
ment operation of railways—to 
those in charge—is thus disclosed. 
With the public treasury to fall 
back upon, and a free hand in 
raising railway rates, the govern- 
ment can run the railways regard- 
less of increased costs. A company, 
held down by law and competi- 
tion as to the rates charged, and 
with no public treasury to draw 
upon, has to make the concern 
pay by economy and efficiency of 
inanagement, 

The public, of course, wet the 
benefit of this economy and effi- 
ciency in cheaper transportation 
charges and better service; just 
as in the other case they have ‘to 
pay higher rates and taxes to 
make up the money lost by the 
government in running the rail- 
ways without regard to cost or 
quality of service. 

The public, however, is a party 
that is not getting much consid- 
eration in the handling of the 
railways in the United States and 
Canada. 


Action Also Needed, 


The general secretary of the 
railway war board says there are 
|plenty of engines and cars avail- 
lable but Western mines are pro- 
|ducing coal at only half capacity 
| because of lack of miners and lack 
of orders. The scarcity of miners 
cannot well be remedied while 
mine employees and men who 
might be got to work in mines are 
being conscripted for military ser- 
vice. But the lack of orders can 
be remedied. If the fuel adminis- 


tration would put into practical | 


effort as much energy as is being 
expended in lecturing the public, 
means could be devised for oper- 
ating the mines at full blast and 
moving the coal to distributing 
points in the prairies, where it can 
be stored until winter. Advising 
the public to buy coal now is en- 
tirely in order, but something more 
is needed to meet the cases of those 
| who can’t or won't buy coal until 
they need it. Advice is effective 
up to certain point, beyond that 
action is required. 


The Transport Limit. 

President Wilson announced 
some days ago that the United 
States is prepared, and intends, 
|to send oversea from this time on 
|every man for whom room can be 
found on a transport. The limit of 
jaccommodation is now the only 


ship-building activity in all Allied 
countries, the available tonnage is 
}not sufficient to carry the rein- 
forecements ready and waiting 
carriage across the water, Cana- 
dian reinforcements, under these 
circumstances, can only be sent 
across at the cost of preventing 
the transport of a corresponding 
number of United States troops, It 
is the disadvantage due to our situ- 
ation and to the scarcity of ship- 
ping that the Allied armies are not 
made stronger than they would 
otherwise be by raising and for- 
warding more men from Canada, 
What the Canadian army gains in 
men is lost to Pershing’s army by 
the delay in transporting United 
States troops. 


On To Paris? 

The enemy offensive this week 
has been toward Paris, not the 
channel ports, 

This change in objective, or ap- 
parent objective, seems to have 
taken the Allies by surprise. The 
dispatches have persistently de- 
clared that the defenders were 
outnumbered many times over on 
the sector attacked, and only late 
in the week were the reserves re- 
ported as coming into action, 

Perhaps because of this surprise 
element, the new drive has met 
with a measure of success. The 
Huns are back at the Marne again, 
as they were in the fall of 1914, 
Not, however, at the same place. 
Then they were within twenty 
miles of Paris, Now they are forty 
miles away, 

As to whether they will be able 
to turn along the Marne and carry 
their thrust to the city, is only 
guess work, What intervenes is 
the unknown factor upon which 
that question hinges. Unless they 
encounter something more formid- 


able than during the week, an! 


advance to Paris is obviously pos- 
sible.

When the Ontario farmers’ 
delegation visited Ottawa and ask- 
led for greater consideration to the 
interests of production in Canada 
than the new conscription law was 
giving, the Prime Minister, the 
Minister of Militia and the Mnister 
of Agriculture united in telling 
them that no such consideration 
could be given. The word was at 
once taken up by all and sundry 
of the newspaper supporters of the 
Government. The farmers were 
told that they must not expect the 
Government to stand by _ its} 
pledges, nor that the interests of 
production would be considered. 
After the Government newspapers 
had all committed themselves to 
the principle of no consideration 
to the interests of production, the 
Government again changed its 
mind; and now the special tribu- 
nals are handing out exemptions 
until November Ist to all actual 
farmers above twenty-three years 
of age who were ordered to appear 
for a re-hearing of their applica- 
tions. How sudden and complete 
the change was may be judged by 
the report of the proceedings of 
the exemption tribunal sitting in 
Calgary on May 21st, and the same 
tribunal sitting in Calgary on May 
27th. On May 21st 103 cases were 
dealt with; 66 claims for exemp- 
tion were refused; three allowed; 
32 allowed temporarily; and two 
were adjourned. Ten farmers ap- 
plied for exemption and were re- 
fused ; seven were allowed tempor- 
ary exemption, and none were ex- 
empted. On May 27th of fifty ap- 
plications for exemption by men 
claiming to be farmers, only two 
were refused ; two were given until 
June 15th and two until July Ist., 
to arrange their personal affairs. 
The remainder were given exemp- 
tion until November 1st. 

The excuse given for the sudden | 
| wholesale conscription which be- 
lgan after April 19th was the 
| danger of allied defeat on the wes- 
| tern front. If that was a good rea- 
son then, it is a good reason now. 
The fact is that it was not a good 
reason then, as it is not a good rea- 
son now, The change of front by 
the Government from an utterly 
unreasonable to a measurably rea- 
sonable atitude proves that the ac- 
tion at first taken was dictated by

jable harm has ben done both to the 
cause of food production, and to!
